In St. Ives, in L an d ’s End, bir d kill­ 
ing used to flour ish alm ost w ithout 
pr otest. 
It has not w holly ceased yet, 
to be sur e, but one little incident took 
place which seems to have been r e­ 
member ed her e and ther e, and to have 
or ought about a m er ciful tr uce. 
In 
“ T he L an d ’s E n d ” W. H. Hudson r e­ 
lates the occur r ence as he hear d of 
it. 
He was talkin g one day to a w om ­ 
an who deplor ed the w ay her fellow 
countr ym en wer e k illin g bir ds of all 
kinds. 
“

about am ong the people and talk to 
the men and boys, and not be afr aid

W ho 
was 
Mr . Ebblethw aite. and 
what w as it he did about the gulls? 
I had been, off and on, a long tim e 
in the place, and had talked about 
the bir ds w ith a scor e of people, w ith ­ 
out ever hear ing this nam e mentioned. 
And as to the gulls, they wer e well 
enough pr otected by the sentim ent of 
the fisher folk. 
But it had not been so alw ays. 
On 
inquir y, I found tw en ty per sons to tell 
me all about Mr . Ebblethw aite, who 
had been ver y well known to ev er y­ 


body in the town, but as he had been 
dead some year s, nobody had r emem 
ber ed to tell me about him. 
It now came out th at the ver y str ict 
pr otection aw ar ded to the gulls at St. 
Ives dates back only about fifteen to 
eighteen year s. 
T he fisher men alw ay s 
had a fr ien d ly feeling for the bir ds, as 
is the case of all the fishing places 
on the coast, but they did not pr otect 
them fr om per secution, although the 
chief per secutor s w er e their own ch il­ 
dr en.

for bade them. 


T hen Mr . Ebblethw aite appear ed on 
the scene. 
He cam e fior n a tow n in 
the 
nor th 
of 
E n glan d, 
in 
br oken 
health, and her e lie stayed a num ber 
of year s, livin g alone in a small house 
down by the water side. 
He was ver y 
fond of the gulls and fed them ever y 
day; 
but his exam ple had no effect 
011 other s, nor had his wor ds w hen he 
went about day after day on the beach, 
tr yin g to per suade people to desist 
fr om these senseless br utalities. 
F in a lly lie succeeded in getting 
a 
num ber of boys sum m oned for cr uelty 
befor e the m agistr ates, and although 
no convictions followed, nor could be 
obtained, since ther e w as no law or 


by-tew to help him in such a case, he 
yet in this indir ect w ay accom plished 
his object. 
He m ade him self unpopu­ 
lar , and was jeer ed and denounced as 
an 
in ter fer in g per son, especially 
by 
the wom en; but some of the fisher men 
now began to pluck up spir it and sec­ 
ond his effor ts, and in a little w hile 
it cam e to be under stood that, law or 
no law, the gulls m ust not be per se­ 
cuted.

them and demand 
new law s to pr otect them in such de­ 
str uctive and tyr annous acts as they 
m ay desir e to do.

T he r ea­ 
son Gom per s and his band per sisted 
in 
tr yin g to r uin 
the 
B u cks 
Stove 
W or k s w as because the stove com pany 
insisted on the r ight to keep som e old 
em ployees at w or k when “ de union” 
or der ed them dischar ged and som e of 
“ de g a n g ” put in. 
N ow let us r ever se the conditions 
and have a look. 
Suppose the com pany had or der ed 
the union to dism iss cer tain men fr om 
their union, and, the demand being r e­ 
fused, 
should 
institute 
a 
boycott 
against that union, publish its name 
in an 
“ 
unfair 
list,” 
instr uct 
other 
m an ufactur er s all 
over 
the 
United 
S tates not to buy the labor of that 
union, h ave com m ittees call at stor es 
and thr eaten to boycott if the m er ­ 
chants sold 
an ythin g made by 
that 
union. 
P icket the 
factor ies 
w her e 
m em ber s w or k and slug them on the 
w ay home, blow up their houses and 
w’r eck the wor ks, and even m ur der a 
few m em ber s of the boycotted union 
to teach them they must obey the or ­ 
der s of “ or ganized C ap ital?” 
It w ould cer tain ly be fair for the 
com pany to do these things if law fu l 
for the Labor T r u st to do them. 
In such a case, under our law s, the 
boycotted 
union could apply to our 
cour ts and the cour ts would or der the 
com pany to cease boycotting and tr y ­ 
ing to r uin these union men. 
Suppose 
ther eupon the com pany should sneer 
at the cour t and in open defiance con­ 
tinue the unlawful acts in a per sist­ 
ent, car efu lly laid out plan, pur posely 
Intended to r uin the union and for ce 
its m em ber s into pover ty. 
W h at a 
howl would go up fr om the union de­ 
manding that the cour ts pr otect them 
and punish their law -br eaking oppr es­ 
sor s. 
T hen 
they 
would 
pr aise 
the 
cour ts and go on ear n ing a living pr o­ 
tected 
fr om r uin and happy in the 
know ledge that 
the 
people’s 
cour ts 
could defend them. 
How could any of us r eceive pr o­ 
tection fr om law -br eaker s unless the 
cour ts have pow er to, and do punish 
such men. 
T h e 
court 
is 
placed 
in 
position 
where it m ust do one thing or the 
other— punish men w ho persist In de­ 
fy in g its peace orders or go out of 
service, 
let an arch y reign 
and 
the 
more powerful destroy the weaker. 
P eaceab le 
citizens 
sustain 
the 
cour ts 
as 
their defender s, w her eas 
thieves, 
for ger s, 
bur glar s, cr ooks 
of 
all kinds and violent m em ber s of la­ 
bor unions, hate them and thr eaten 
violence if their m em ber s ar e punish­ 
ed 'o r br eaking the law. 
T h e y w an t 
the cour ts to let them go fr ee and at 
the sam e 
tim e 
demand 
punishm ent 
for other men “ outside de union" w hen 
they br eak the law. 
* 
* 
* 
N otice 
the above r efer ence is to “ 
violent” 
mem ber s of labor unions. 
T h e gr eat 
m ajor ity of the “ unhear d" union men 
ar e peaceable, upr ight citizens. 
T h e 
noisy, violent g u c3 get into office and 
the leader # of the gr eat L abor T r u st 
know how to mass thU kind of men, 


out the leader s’ schem es, fr equently 
abhor r ent to the r ank and file: so it 
was at the late T or onto convention. 
T h e paid delegates would applaud 
and 
“ 
r esolute” 
as Gom per s 
wanted, 
but now and then som e of the real 
w o rk in gm e n insist 
on 
being hear d, 
som etim es at the r isk of their lives. 
D elegate Egan is r epor ted to have 
said at the Tor onto convention: 
“ If 
the 
officer s of 
the 
feder ation 
would only adher e 
to 
the 
law we 
would think a lot mor e of them." 
T h e Gr and Council of the Pr ovincial 
W or kin gm en ’s 
A s s ’n 
of 
Canada 
has declar ed in favor of sever ing all 
connection with unions in the U. S., 
saying “ an y union h aving its seat of 
G o v’t in A m er ica, and pr etending to 
be 
inter national 
in 
its 
scope, 
m ust 
fight 
industr ial 
battles accor ding to 
A m er ican 
methods. 
Said 
methods 
have consequences which ar e abhor ­ 
r ent to the law-abiding people of C an ­ 
ada involvin g hunger , 
m iser y, 
r iot, 
bloodshed and mur der , all of *r hieh 
m ight be ter med a r esult of the pr a 
tical w ar now in pr ogr ess in our fair 
pr ovince and dir ected by for eign em is 
sar ies of the United M iner s of A m er i 
ca.” 
T hat is an honest Canadian view of 
our infam ous “ 
Labor T r u st." 
A few days ago the daily paper s 
pr inted the following: 
(B y the A ssociated Pr ess.) 
W ashington, D. €., Nov. 10.— C har

APPROVED BY DELEGATES. 
This r ebuke by B ur ns w as in his 
annual r epor t to the gener al assem bly 
of his or ganization. 
He r eceived the 
h ear ty appr oval of the delegates who 
hear d it r ead at their annual m eeting 
in this city. 
“ T h er e is no tr ust or com bination of 
capital in the wor ld," said Mr . Bur ns, 
“ that vio lates law s oftener than do the 
tr ust labor or ganizations, which r esor t 
to m or e dishonest, unfair and dishon­ 
or able m ethods tow ar d their com peti­ 
tor s than any tr ust or com binations 
in the countr y." 
Mr . B ur ns said the actidn of “ these 
so-called leader s” would be har m ful 
for year s to com e w h en ever attem pts 
w er e m ade to obtain labor legislation. 
“ T h e 
Labor D igest,” 
a 
r eputable 
w o r k in gm an ’s paper , says, as par t of 
an a r ticle entitled “ T h e Beginn in g of 
the End of Gom per sism , m any or gani­ 
zations becom ing tir ed of the r ule-or - 
r uin 
policies which 
have 
been 
en ­ 
for ced by the pr esident of the A. F. 
of L .” 
“ T h a t he has m aintained his lead er ­ 
ship for so long a time in the face of 
his stubbor n clingin g to policies w hich 
the m or e thoughtful of the w or kin g­ 
men 
have 
seen 
for year s 
must 
be 
abandoned, has been on account par t­ 
ly of the sentim ental feelin g on the 
par t of 
th e or ganizations 
that 
he 
ought not to be deposed, and the un­ 
w illin gn ess of the men who w er e m en­ 
tioned for the place to accept a nomi­ 
nation in opposition to him. 
In addi­ 
tion to this, ther e is no denying the 
shr ew dn ess of the leader of the A. F. 
of L., and his political sagacity, w hich 
has enabled him to keep a fir m gr ip 
on the m achiner y of the or ganization, 
and to have his faithful henchmen in 
the positions w her e they could do him 
the m ost good w h en ever their ser vices 
m ight be needed. 
“ F u r th er than this, he has n ever 
failed, at the last conventions, to have 
som e se nsation to sp rin g on the c o n ­ 
vention at the psychological moment, 
w hich w ould place him in the light of 
a m a rty r to the cause of unionism , and 
excite a w a v e of sym pathetic enthusi­ 
asm for him, which would car r y the 
d elegates off their feet, and r esult in 
his re-election. 


“ That his long leader ship, and this 
appar ent im possibility to fill his place 
has gone to his head, and m ade him 
im agine that he is m uch gr eater a 
man than he r eally is, is undoubtedly 
the case, and accounts for the tactics 
he has adopted in dealing with ques­ 
tions befor e congr ess, w her e he has 
unn ecessar ily 
antagonized 
men 
to 
whom or ganized labor m ust look for 
r ecognition 
of 
their 
demands, 
and 
w her e labor m easur es ar e often op­ 
posed on account of this ver y antagon­ 
ism, w hich would other w ise 
r eceive 
suppor t. 
“ T h er e U no doubt but w hat o rg a n ­ 
ized 
labor in this country would be 
m uch stron ge r with a leader who w as 
mor e in touch with conditions as th ey 
actually e*ist, and who would br ing 
to the fr ont the new’ policies which 
or ganized labor m ust adopt if it ex- 


giv e to these leader s Is going to be 
r ecognized and if they ar e goin g to 
confor m them selves and their futur e 
w or k and actions in accor dance ther e­ 
to.” 
L et the people r em em ber that com ­ 
ment, “ T h e Feder ation of L abor 
in 
par ticular stands 
befor e the bar of 
public opinion having been con victed 
of selfishness and a disposition to r ule 
all the people of the countr y in the 
inter est of the few .” 
T h e gr eat 90 per cent of A m er ican s 
do not la k e kindly to the a cts of tyr ­ 
anny by these tr ust leader s openly de­ 
m anding that all people bow down to 
the r ules of the Labor T r u st and w e 
ar e tr eated to the hum iliating sp ecta­ 
cle of our Congr ess and even the C h ief 
E x ecu tive enter taining these con vict­ 
ed law -br eaker s 
and 
listening 
w ith 
consider ation 
to 
their 
insolent 
de- 
pects to even m aintain its 
pr esent 
m ands that the ver y laws be changed 
standing, to say nothing of m akin g 
futur e pr ogr ess.” 
W e quote por tions of another ar ti­ 
cle, a r epr int, fr om the sam e labor pa­ 
per : 
“ O r ganized labor , thr ough its lead­ 
er s, must r ecognize the m istakes of 
the past if they expect to per petuate 
their or ganizations or to develop the 
m ovem ent which they head. No m ove­ 
ment, no or ganization, 110 nation can 
develop beyond the intellects which 
guide these or ganizations, and if the 
leader s ar e dom inated by a selfish mo­ 
tive 
the 
or ganization 
will 
becom e 
tinged 
with 
a spir it of 
selfishness, 
which has never appealed to m ankind 
in any w alk of life at any tim e since 
histor y began. 
“ It can 
be said in extenuation of 
cer tain leader s of or ganized labor that 
the pr ecar ious position which they oc­ 
cu p y as leader s has had a tendency to 
cause them to lose sight of the object 
behind the or ganization. 
T h e natur al 
instinct in man for pow er and posi­ 
tion is in no sm all m easur e r esponsi­ 
ble for the m istakes of the leader s, 
not necessar ily in labor unions alone, 
but in ev er y br anch of society. 
T h is 
desir e for pow’er and leader ship and 
per sonal aggr andizem ent causes men 
w ho have been ear n est and sincer e in 
their effor ts in the star t to deter ior ate 
into m er e politicians w hose every act 
and utterance is tinged with the desire 
to cater to the baser p assio ns of the 
w o rk in g m aj ority in the societies or 
or ganizations and this is undoubtedly 
tr ue w hen applied to the pr esent lead­ 
er s of the Feder ation. 
W e m ention 
the Feder ation of Labor par ticular ly 
in this ar ticle because that or ganiza­ 
tion is the only organization of labor 
w hich has yet found itself »r direct 
opposition to the 
law s of t P l a n d . 
T h er e ar e other or ganizations of labor 
whose leader s have made 
m istakes, 
but they have a lw ays kept them selves 
and 
their 
or ganizations 
within 
the 
bounds of the law and r espected the 
r ights of ev er y oth er m an in consider ­ 
ing the r ights of th em selves and their 
constituency; 
whereas, the motto of 
the Federation is j ust the reverse, and 
unless 
the 
leader s 
confor m 
them ­ 
selves and their or ganization in ac­ 
cor dance w ith the law s of the land, 
the leader s and the or ganization Itself 
m ust be disintegr ated and pass into 
histor y, for in A m er ica the eommon 
sense in m ankind is developed to a 
gr eater extent than in any other na­ 
tion on the ear th, and the people, who 
ar e the cour t of last r esor t in this 
countr y, will never allow any system 
to develop in this countr y which does 
not m eet w’ith the appr oval of the ma- 
or ity of the citizens of the countr y. 
“ 
T his m ust h ave for ced itself upon 
the leader s of the Feder ation by this 
time. 
If it has not, the leader s m ust 
be elim inated. T h e or ganization which 
they head has done m any m er itor ious 
things in tim es past and the people 
ar e alw ays r eady and w illing to ac­ 
know ledge the 
benefits which 
their 
effor ts h ave br ought to their constitu­ 
en cy as a whole, but at the pr esent 
tim e labor or ganizations in gener al, 
and the Feder ation of Labor in par ­ 
ticular , stand before the bar of public 
opinion, h avin g been convicted of self- 
sh n e ss and a disposition to rule all 
the people of the country in the inter­ 
est of the few . 
T h e people ar e pa­ 
tient and aw aitin g to see if the obj ect 
lesson which they have been forced to 


to allow them to safely c a r r y on their 
plan of gain in g contr ol over the affair s 
of the people. 
T h e stur dy w or ker s of A m er ica h ave 
com e to know the tr uth about these 
“ 
m ar tyr s sacr ificing th em selves in the 
noble cause of labor ” but it’s only the 
h yster ical ones who sw ell up and cr y 
over the afor esaid "her oes,” r em ind­ 
ing one of the tw o r om antic eld er ly 
m aids who, w eeping copiously, w er e 
discover ed by the old jan itor at Mt. 
Ver non. 
“ 
W hat is it aiis you ladies?" 
T a k in g the handker chief fr om one 
sw ollen 
r ed eye, betw een sobs 
she 
said: 
“ 
W hy, we h ave so long r ever ed the 
m em or y of G eor ge W ashington th at 
we feel it a pr ivilege to com e her e 
and weep at liis tomb." 
“ 
Y a s ’m, y a s ’m, y o ’ shor e has a de­ 
sir e to exp r ess yo’ sym pathy, but yo* 
ar e over flow in’ at de w r ong spot, yo' 
is w eep in ’ at de ice house." 
D on’t get m audlin about law -br eak­ 
er s who must be punished if the ver y 
existen ce of our people is to be m ain­ 
tained. 
If you have any sur plus sym p ath y 
it can be extended to the honest w o r k­ 
er s who continue to ear n food w h en 
thr eatened 
and 
ar e 
fr equently 
hur t 
and som etim es killed befor e the cou r ts 
can inter vene to pr otect them. 
N ow the Labor T r u st leader s de­ 
mand of C ongr ess that the cour ts be 
str ipped of pow er to issue injunctions 
to pr event them fr om assau ltin g or 
per haps m ur der ing m en who dar e ear n 
a living when or der ed by the L abor 
T r u st to quit wor k. 
Don't “ weep at the Ice H ouse” and 
don’t per m it any set of law -br eaker s 
to bully our cour ts, if your voice and 
vote can pr event. 
B e sur e and w r ite 
your R ep r esentatives and Sen ator s in 
C ongr ess a sk in g them not to vote for

know that you do not want to be g o v ­ 
er ned under new la w s which would 
em pow er the L abor T r ust leader s with 
legal r ight to tell you when to wor k, 
W h ere!

T h is pow er is now being dem anded 
by the passage of law s in Congr ess.

tives plainly that you don’t want them 
to vote for any m easur e that w ill al­ 
low any set of men either r epr esen t­ 
ing Capital or Labor to gover n and 
dictate to the com mon people, 
who 
pr efer to be fr ee to go and come, w or k 
or not, and vote for whom they please. 
E ver y m an’s liber ty will disappear 
when the leader s of the gr eat L abor 
T r u st or any other 
tr ust 
can 
r ide 
r ough shod over people and m ass their 
for ces to pr event our cour ts fr om af­ 
for ding pr otection.

Ow'ners of electric v ehicles are often 
pu zzled by the different term s u sed for 
the m easu rem ent of electric cu rrent. 
The w'ords “amperes,” “v olts” 
and 
“wrat.ts” are qu ite m eaningless to the 
u ninitiated and when 
an 
electric 
charging station m akes a price for 
c u rre nt of 5 or 10 cents per kilow att 
hou r 
the 
av erage u nscientific m an 
doesn’t qu ite grasp its meaning. 
To ex plain the term needs first a 
clear definition and then a com pari­ 
son, the 
Kansas City Jou rnal say s. 
Ev ery one will u nderstand that a cer­ 
tain am ou nt of force m u st be u sed to 
driv e electric cu rrent throu gh a cir­ 
cu it. 
This force is m easu red by v olts, 
thu s, we hav e 110-v olt cu rrents and 
220-v olt cu rrents, the one ex pressing 
ju st twice the force of the other. 
Bu t 
the 
qu antity 
of 
cu rrent 
passing 
throu gh a circu it depends u pon 
the 
force and the resistance, and so the 
qu antity is ex pressed by a different 
term , v iz., “amperes.” 
Now, the efficiency of the cu rrent 
depends u pon both force and qu antity , 
and to ex press this efficiency or u nited 
action w'e m u ltiply the force by the 
qu antity —that is, the v olts by the am ­ 
peres, and ex press the resu lt in watts. 
Thu s 100 v olts m u ltiplied by 5 am ­ 
peres is 550 watts. 
A kilowatt is, of cou rse, 1,000 watts, 
which is the equ iv alent of abou t 1 1-3 
horse power. 
In charging a battery 
the lighting companies bill for the u se 
of so many watts for so m any hou rs. 
Thu s, 1,000 w atts for ten hou rs wou ld 
be charged as ten kilowratt 
hou rs, 
which at 5 cents a kilowatt 
hou r, 
wou ld be 50 cents, a charge that seems 
little enou gh for ten hou rs’ u se of 
11-3 horse power. 
Bu t what a kilow att hou r is worth 
may best he ju dged by what it will 
do. 
Thu s a kilowra tt hou r will light 
tw enty six teen-candle-power incandes­ 
cent lamps or two standard arc lam ps 
for one hou r; it will pu mp 100 gal­ 
lons of w ater to a height of twenty - 
fiv e feet, compress 47 0 cu bic feet of 
free air 100 pou nds, driv e an ordinary 
passenger 
elev ator 1,7 50 feet, print 
2,500 circu lars on a 15x 21 Gordon press 
or 1,000 sheets 
011 a 32x 47 cy linder 
press, ru n a sewing machine for tw en­ 
ty hou rs, su pply air for a chu rch 
organ for one serv ice, mix two and 
oife-half y ards of concrete, heat a two- 
pint chafing dish for fou r hou rs, mix 
su fficient dou gh for 1,500 loav es of 
bread and grind 6 00 pou nds of coffee; 
it will driv e a ru nabou t fou r and a 
half miles or a three-ton tru ck one 
mile. 
When, therefore, a lighting company 
charges 5 cents a kilowatt hou r for 
cu rrent for y ou r electric v ehicle y ou 
can estim ate the v alu e of w hat y ou 
are getting by w hat it will do in other 
lines of indu stry .

Jesse Maeey , w riting abou t the great 
adv antages of the procedu re of E ng­ 
lish cou rts ov er American, dwells u pon 
the splendid W'ork of English ju ries;

with that of ou r own.

that my ex perience in British cou rts 
was ex ceptional, bu t not in a single in­ 
stance did 1 see a ju ror challenged or 
rejected, 
in all of the cou rts requ iring 
ju ries the necessary nu m ber of men 
were present and they were 
sworn in 
w ithou t qu estion. 
In the 
sheriff’s 
depu ty cou rt, Scotland, the presiding 
ju dge gav e notice to the ju ry that he 
ex pected to adjou rn the cou rt a t 
3 
o’clock, and stated that if they cou ld 
all rem ain u ntil that hou r he wou ld 
a t once dismiss the men who had been 
called for a second panel. 
The ju rors 
conferred together, ai^l agreed to re­ 
m ain 
till 1 o'clock, whereu pon 
the 
ju dge notified the other men to appear 
at 12:30. 
The one ju ry impaneled for 
the m orning session rendered six v er­ 
dicts in cases inv olv ing prosecu tions 
for thefts, frau ds and bu rglary . 
In a 
cou rt of qu arter sessions at Tau nton. 
England, i saw a single ju ry in one 
day render elev en v erdicts. 
1 fou nd 
that it was cu stom ary in the sev eral 
sorts of cou rt that I attended for the 
same ju ry to act in su ccessiv e cases. 
In 110 instance did 1 see a ju ry leav e 
their seats to m ake u p their v erdict. 
Usu ally the issu e before 
them was 
made« so plain that all who gav e a t­ 
tention knew in adv ance what the de­ 
cision wou ld be. 
I made note of an 
ex ceptional instance of delay , when the 
cou rt was forced to wait nine m inu tes 
for the report of the ju ry . 
In this case 
the ju dge who gav e the instru ctions 
was himself in dou bt as to w hat the 
v erdict ou ght to be. 
“A Scottish ju ry consists of fifteen 
persons, and a m ajority may render a 
v erdict. 
I11 England the nu m ber is 
twelv e, and u nanim ity 
is 
requ ired. 
Bu t 1 noted no difference as to prac­ 
tical resu lts in the two cou ntries. The 
twelv e men In the English ju ry were 
as prom pt and certain in their action 
as were the eight ou t of fifteen in the 
Scottish ju ry ”—McClu re’s.

Many an old print of Fu lton’s first 
iteam boat wou ld make 
one 
believ e 
that it was in American w aters tha t 
it first su cceeded in propelling itself. 
That was not so, and the late Edw ard 
E v erett Hale, in “Memories of a H u n­ 
dred Years,” tells of 
the earlier ex ­ 
periments. 
Mr. Hale got his inform a­ 
tion from Edward Chu rch, who room­ 
ed with Fu lton in Paris in 18 03. 
Fu l­ 
ton’s model steam er had gone so well 
that he had waited on Napoleon’s offi­ 
cials w ith his plans for steam nav iga­ 
tion, and had 
been 
cou rteou sly re­ 
ceiv ed. 
Napoleon was 
already considering 
the ex pedition 
against England. 
II 
had been planned before the peace; 
and this project for boats which wou ld 
go against wind and tide and cou ld 
tow other boats fu ll of men from one 
side of the Channel to the other was 
ju st what he wanted. 
Chu rch told me that a committee 
had been appointed to ex amine Fu l­ 
ton's model. 
Fu lton had prepared ev ­ 
ery thing for the ex am ination as well 
as he cou ld, and had all things ready 
for a show trip. 
The 
day 
was ap­ 
pointed—a day which wou ld hav e been 
a red-letter day in both their liv es 
and in history . 
Alas and alas! 
Before that 
day 
dawned, when both were in bed, a rat- 
tat-tat at the door awakened them. It 
was from a messenger who came in 
hot haste to say tha t the weight of 
the engine had cau sed it 
to 
break 
throu gh the too fragile 
barge, and 
that the engine was at the bottom of 
the Seine. 
T hat particu lar 
ex perim ent 
nev er 
took place. 
The trial trip was post­ 
poned. 
Observ e that the boat had su c­ 
cessfu lly nav igated the riv er already . 
This is Mr. C hu rch’s accou nt, 
as 
I 
wrote it down—after his death. 
I hav e since v erified the story and 
can su pply details almost to the date. 
When Fu lton told the story , he said 
that the m essenger’s consternation an­ 
nou nced that he bore bad news, and 
that he ex claimed in French accents 
of despair: 
“O sir, the boat has bro­ 
ken to pieces, and has gone to the 
bottom !” This was early in the spring 
of 18 03. 
Poor Fu lton ru shed to the place, and 
personally assisted in raising the boat 
and engine from the water. He work­ 
ed on this for twenty -fou r hou rs w ith­ 
ou t food, and to his ex posu re that day 
he attribu ted m u ch of his su bsequ ent 
bad health. 
The m achinery was not mu ch hu rt, 
bu t they had to reconstru ct the boat 
almost entirely . 
The new boat was 
six ty -six 
feet 
long, and early in Au gu st, after the 
accident, it made a su ccessfu l trip, to 
which Fu lton inv ited the members of 
the Institu te. 
He was satisfied with 
his su ccess. 
Bu t the first failu re, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Chu rch, 
chilled 
the 
committee of the Institu te, and Fu lton 
fou nd no encou ragement 
from Napo­ 
leon.
